S-O. 388(F).—Whereas the Central Government in 
exercise of the powers conferred by sub^section (i) 
ot section 3 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) 
Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), declared the People’s Libe¬ 
ration Army (Estern Region), People’s Revolutionary 
Party of Kungleipak and its Red Army, as also the 
offshoots of People’s Revolutionary Party of Kangici’ 
pak like the Kangleipak Communist Party and its ar¬ 
med wing, also ciled the Red Army and other bodies 
set up by them and the United National Liberation 
Front to be unlawful associations vide notification of 
the Government of India in the Ministry of H^imc 
Affairs S.O. No. 851(E), dated the 26th October, 
1989; 

And whereas the (Ifentral Government in exercise 
of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
5 of the said Act, constituted, vide notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs 
S.O. No. 941(E), dated the 10th November, 1989, 
the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Tribunal, con¬ 
sisting of Shri Justice J* M. Srivastava, Judge of the 
Ganhati High Court; • 

And vhereas the Central Government, in exercise 
of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of sec¬ 
tion 4 ot the said Act, referred the said nodbeation 
to the said Tribunal on the 23rd November, 1989 for 
the purpose of adjudicating whether or not there was 
sufficieiil cause for declaring the said associations as 
imlawtul; 

And whereas the said Tribunal, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by sub-section (3) of section 4 of 
the said Act made a Report and Order on the 19th 
April, 1990 confirming the declaration made > the 
notification S.O. No. 851(E) dated the 26th October, 
1989; 

Now, vherefore, in pursuance of sub-section (4) of 
section 4 of the said Act, the Central Government 
hereby publi hes he said Report and Order, name- 

ly 

REPORT AND ORDER 

This is a reference under Section 4(1) of the Un¬ 
lawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967, hereafter re¬ 
ferred for short the ‘Act’. 

2. The Government of India in the Ministry of 
Home Affairs, in pursuance of the powers under Sec¬ 
tion 3(1) of the Ac\ by notification No. S. O. 851 
(E) dated New Delhi the 26th October, 198£) (Ext. 
1) published in the Gazette of India Extraordinary 
dated New Delhi, the 26th October, 1989 declared, 
the People’s* Liberation Army (Fastern Region) gene¬ 
rally known as the ‘PLA’, the Peo’^le’'^ Revolntio^^arv 
Party of Kangieinak also knovvn ‘PRFPAK’ and 
Its ‘Red Army’ as also the off hoots of the PRFPAK 
like the ‘Kangleioak’ Commiin^'st Pa-n^ (KCP^ its 
armed wing a Vo called the ‘R^d A^v’ thf^ Uni¬ 
ted National Libera'^on Front Uf^Tp). colU^dvdv 
refeiTcd a Ibr “Mcitei Extremist O^c^anisations” un¬ 
lawful associations. 
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3. The aforesaid organisations have beeu declared 
unlawful association on the grounds, as uadcr : 

(i) that the said organisations have openly 
lared their objectives to form an inclcpendent 
Manipur comprising the State of Manipur, 
and the said organisations resorted to vio¬ 
lent activities with the objectives t^yr seeds- 
f?ion of Manipur from the Union of India 
and have also brought out leaflets declaring 
that they will continue fighting against the 
Indian Imperialist Forces until they attain 
the objectives; 

(ii) that the said organisations have emp¬ 
loying their armed forces, namely, the PLA, 
the *Rcd Army’ and the other bodies to 
achieve their aforesaid objectives; 

(iii) that they in furtherance of achieving the 
aforesaid objectives have been employing 
their said armed forces by repeatedly attack¬ 
ing the security forces, the civil Govern¬ 
ment and tl:e people in the State uf Mani¬ 
pur, and indul^ng in the acts of loobng and 
intimidation against the people and collec¬ 
tion of funds for their organisations, and 

(iv) that they have, for achieving their objec¬ 
tives, made efforts to resume their fiontacts 
vv’ilb foreign countries for secuia^ assis-^ 
tajice by way of arms and training. 

4. 3y notification No. S.O. 941 (E) dated New 
De'bi the 10th November, 1989, the Government of 
Inch a it! rhi: Minktiy of Home Affairs, in exercise of 
the powers conferred by Section 5(1) of the Act con^- 
titu ed this Tribunal for adjudication that whefftcr or 

tijcre Vvas suificient ground for declaration of the 
VIcitej Extremist Organisations as unlawful associa¬ 
tions, and under the provision of Section 4(1) of the 
Act mnde the reference to this Tribunal. 

5. This Tiiburial by order dated 12-12-89 in pur- 

suvtoce of the provisions of Section 4(2) of tljo Act 
had dieted i.sue of notice to the ‘organVarions’ to 
show cause in writing within thirty days from the 
receipt of notice, as to why the a^d organisation?^ 
should not have been declared unlawful. The Tribunal 
is satj-sficd from tlir materials placed on record that 
nu'oe lias been duly served on the sa’d organisations 
by modes', i.e., publication in Newsnaoerr and 

in p'.iMic p!ace.i, announcements in broadcasts from 
the A^l India R^dio, etc, as pre^^erbed under Rule 6 
of the Unlawf'ul Activities (Prevention) Rules, 196S, 
No per'on for or on behalf of the ‘^a^^d ‘organisations’ 
has made a’>pc:irance, nor any cause has been shown 
in resT^onse to the notice. When the matter wf»s> taken 
up for hearing on and from 4th Anr^L ]Q9f>. no one 
for or on behalf of the aforesaid orc^anisaffons app¬ 
eared before the Tribunal.

7. The Central Government has filed affidavit of 
Sri R. K. Tandon, Deputy Secretary of Home Affairs, 
Government of India (Ext, 5) stating the grounds and 
reasons on consideration of which the Central Go¬ 
vernment issued the notification dated 26-10-89 (Ext. 
1) declaring the said organisations as ‘unlawful asso¬ 
ciations’. The Government of Manipur has filed affi¬ 
davit of Sri K. P. Singh, Joint Secretary to the Go¬ 
vernment of Manipur in the Home Department in 
support of the grounds and reasons for which the 
Central Government had issued the aforesaid notifi¬ 
cation Ext. 12 is the afiidavit filed by the Govern¬ 
ment of Manipur, The aforesaid two affidavits sup¬ 
plement the other materials furnished with the 'Re¬ 
sume’ (Ext. 3), 

8. On consideration of the notification, the resume, 
the affidavits of the Central Government and the Go¬ 
vernment of Manipur, the following issues were 
framed : 

1, Whether the Government of India is justi¬ 
fied in issuing the notification No. S.O, 851 
(E) dated New Delhi, the 26th October, 
1989 under the provisions of Section 3(1) 
of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 
1967 by declaring the Mcitci Extremist or¬ 
ganisations, i-c. the People’s Liberation 
Army (Eastern Region), known as the PL A, 
the Peoolo’s Revolutionary Party of Kangici- 
pak (PREPAK) and its ‘Red Army’ aJif also 
the offshoots of PREPAK like the Kanclci- 
pak Communist Party (KCP^ and its armed 
wing also called the ‘Red Army’ as unlaw¬ 
ful Associations on the grounds described 
in the notification (Ext. 1) ? 

2. Whether there is sufficient cause for declar¬ 
ing these associations to be unlawful as 
made in the notification and whether the 
same deserves confirmation by this Tribunal? 

9. Sri K. P. Singh, Joint Secretary, Department of 
Home, Government of Manipur, Sri Mani Sintih, Ad¬ 
ditional S. P. (R), Manipur and Sr R. K. Tandon, 
Deputy Secretary lo the Government of Indvi in the 
Ministry of Home Affairs, were examined on beholf 
of the Government of Manipur and the Central Go¬ 
vernment and a number of documents have been 
exhibited.

bringing about its secession from the Union ot indii 
by armed revolution, ITie then 'Meitei State Com¬ 
mittee’ was dissolved in the year 1969, Sri N, Bishes 
war Singh, Sri Y, Promod Singh and other extrcoiist 
leaders, during their underground activities had for¬ 
med “the Revolutionary Government of Mampur” 
(RGM) in the bter part of the year 1968 to lib::ratc 
Manipur by speedy armed revolution in colIabor??Xion 
with underground Nagas and Mizos with assU-incc 
from Pakistan and China. They had suffered 
set back following the creation of Bangladesh in L‘>7i 
and the announcement on 25th January, 1975 by the 
Government of general amnesty to all undergo'nnd 
Mcitei Extremist, for their rehabilitation. 

12. In the year 1976, some leaders of the former 
Revolutionary Government of Manipur (RGM), in¬ 
cluding N. Bishei.Vv'ar Singh, revived the activities 
under a new name of “Armed Revolutionary Govern¬ 
ment ot Manipur” (ARGM) to achieve the same ob¬ 
ject, i.e., liberation of Manipur through armed revolu¬ 
tion, Their volunteers were trained in ideology and 
use of arms in China. Their programme included 
collection of arms and ammunition by killing security 
forces and police personnel, by raid on isolated police 
and army po^ts and indulgence in wide scale armed 
violence. In die year 1976, the banned Revolution¬ 
ary Government of Manipur’ (ARGM) was re-iianh:d 
as ‘People’s Liberation Army Eastern Region’ (PLA) 
determined to continue the policies, programmes and 
activitie.s of the ‘Armed Revolutiooiry Govcnime.^t of 
Manipur’ for the formation of an independent Mani¬ 
pur a^tcr its complete secession from the Union of 
India. The People’s Liberation Army Eastern Pj*- 
gion (PLA) w’dh that object since then has Iv en 
continuously engaged in committing violent aelirities 
to achieve he aforesaid objectives. In the process, 
they have maintained contract with the underg'onTtd 
extremit Nagas and Mizos and imdar elements in 
other countri^'^V like Burma ^nd China. The ‘PLA’ in 
+he vpni- 1Q79-S0 and t-rmuiht out and circulated three 
booklets, namely, ‘the Dawn Vol. ] (Ext. 6(19),’the 
Dawn Vol. TI (Ext. 6(2Q) and the Dawn lU 
(Ext. 6(21). The policy and programme of the 
People’s Liberation Army Eastern Region’ had been 
spelt out and highlighted in the said booklets and 
revolutionary articles including the speech of N- 
Bisheswar Singh had also been published therein. On 
careful consideration of the said materials, it is abun¬ 
dantly clear that the intention of the said organisa¬ 
tion is to overthrow the lawfully constituted Govern¬ 
ment and to that end in view the organisations called 
upon all, fOr guerilla warfare and war of annihilation 
to achieve an independent Manipiir. The said docu¬ 
ments also show that the TLA’ had maintained con¬ 
tacts with China for procuring assistance by way of 
arms and training. The booklets highlight the achieve¬ 
ment of the Teonle’s Liberation Army Eastern Region’ 
(PLA). The Government of India has been des¬ 
cribed as the Toreign Government’ in the State of 
Maninur. The ‘Dawn Vol. H contains the communist 
‘Tr»+--rTi':»tionaI’ as also varfous slogans of the 
11^4 n. “Down with Deffii Gangs”, “We want 

Independence” and “PLA defends out motherland” 
“Dawn Vol. Ill” reiterated and reaffirmed the policy 
and programmes enumerated in the earlier vPlume.s, 
i.e. ‘Dawn Vol. I’ and ‘Dawn Vol. II’. 
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l.v JLiosides, the PL A also prepared and circulated 
Dtlu-r 't^idkts and pro^^rcss report during the period 
irom 1^79-87 which have been collectively marked 
U.S Ext, d. The aforesaid leaflets spelt out the policy 
and nrr^pfunimcs of the PLA and its object to achieve 
the ?T>L^ition of the State of Manipur by arnted re- 
\oki3u>]i. The leaflets also bear out the link which 
the P'L.A has established with similar elements in China 
and 'f-iernfa and the assistance obtained by way 
of ar" I ;-nd training in guerilla waiiare. 1‘hc prog¬ 
ress eehieved in furtherance of the objectives was 
also 

1-1. the year 1978. some extremists pmted com¬ 
pany whT the PLA and formed another organisations, 
generally known as 4'eoplcs Revolutionary Party of 
KangJcirak’ (PRFPAK) which also has the avowed 
object t.. Liberate the entire territory of Kangleipak, 
i.e. Manipjr, covcruig the present State of Manipur, 
through ..^"med revolution. Die Constitution of PRE- 
PAK 6(3) was- made in the year 1980-81 to 

providi the framc-vvnrk of an independent Manipur* 
'Die FREFAK also circulated booklets and leaflets 
(Hug ^(7), 6(9), 6(11) appeal (F\t. 6(29), 6(31), 
manTt-do (Ext. 6(33) during the period which inclu- 
tlcd ‘‘War Bulletin for Independence’" “Revolt w* 
MiisT’ and “In the Independent struggle for Common 
People '' It is abundantly clear that the object, policy 
and tbr r^-ogramnies of the PREPAK is more or less 
tile sarn* Lis that of PLA, their common object being 
the creafhvi of an independent Manipur through armed 
rcvohjtirn. The People's Revolutionary Party of Kan- 
glcinak (PREPAK) anpcaled to the youths of the 
region form ‘Red Army’ for bringing freedom of 
Kanrleipri"’'* TTie PREPAK has its own flag and 
emblem. Their volunteers were trained in the spirit 
of IVfani rTT and Maoism. In his speech, N. Gambhir 
Singh. Icuidcr of the PREPAK had called upon the 
nicmbcjs vf the Mcitd Organisations to observe the 
instruction:-: of the party and to continue fighting for 
the e«tnblLdiment of independent Manipur by armed 
rcvolMtion. The Constitution Ext. 6(3), the Flag 
and the Emblem clearly show that the organisation 
liLK, Crying tc^ run a parallel Government. 

J5. The “Kanglcipak Communist Party” (KCP) is 
an offshoot of the ‘Petiple’s Revolutionary Party of 
Kanglcipak” (PREPAK). The KCP has published and 
circitlate^l .i b<K)klet known as ‘Red Star’ Ext, 6(13). 
It declared its determination to fight for the liberation 
of Manfnrr and “to root out the colonial administra¬ 
tion of India”. It also declared as its object introduc¬ 
tion of KCP to International Communist Fonmi. On 
consrdcriiTm of Ext. 6(13), there is ho doubt about 
Ihc obic^dves of tire KCP- 

|(S The “United Natiomil Liberation Front” 
( UN^EO wa» named for the first tiuK" in the Notifica¬ 
tion dated 26th October, 1987, after it had become 
very iiefivf in the pursuit of its avowed object, among 
other*., to achieve an independent Manipur after se¬ 
cession f"':nn the Un’on of India tlirou^ armed re- 
voUidor, during the two years prior to the issue of 
fhc notifyation in the year 1987. The materials on 
record ^how that the “United Natloji;it Liberation 
Front” O inlF) was formed some time around m the 
vear and according to its Constitution, the Ge¬ 

neral t>Lrctan/ was the Supreme Commander. Sri 


A. Somorendra Singh was the then General Secretary 
of the UNLF. The UNLF leadership' in the year 
1976 decided to follow the pattern of the Naga and 
Mizo insurgency movements. Jhe organisation made 
cfTorts to establish contacts with the Naga under¬ 
ground leaders in Burma and through the latter’s help 
with the Chinese though not much success was ach¬ 
ieved. In the year 1981, the UNLF leaders, led by 
R. K. Meghen made fresh contact with the Naga 
underground belonging to the NSCN and some UNLF 
activists went to the NSCN Army Headquarters in 
Burma and received arms under the NSCN inslruc- 
tors. As a result of such efforts, a dose conflict was 
developed between UNLF and the NSCN. The UNLF 
also established close links with the PLA of 
Manipur, the NSCN, and KIA of Burma. Sri R, K. 
Meghen, the UNLF leader had made effort to streng¬ 
then the organisation and to bring about unity among 
the Meitci extremLt orguiiLsations. The UNLF thus at 
present has transformed itself into a militant organi¬ 
sation with the avowed object of establishing an in- 
de]iendent Manipur. 


17. The historical background of the emergence, 
growth and indulgence in violent activities of the afore¬ 
said Mcitei Extrenust Organisations from the year 1966 
LiiUi) now amply and fully bears out that their aim 
and object is to liberate Manipur through armed strug¬ 
gle and with that aim the organisation?? have been 
indulging in attacks on security forces, the residents 
of the State of Manipur and have continuously been 
indulging in acts of looting, arson, intimidatinn of the 
civilian population and forcible collection of funds for 
the organisations for the formation of an independent 
Manipur* The Government of Manipur was left with 
no option but to approach the Government of India 
in the matter which also was constrained lo declare 
the Mcitei extremist organmtion.s as unlawful asso- 
ciationsiorganlsations under Section 3(1) of the Act 
by Notification dated 26th October, 1979, 26th Octo¬ 
ber, 1981, 26th October, 1983, 26th October, 1985 
and 26th Odtober, 1987, which were referred to ap¬ 
propriate Tribunals and in due course were confirmed. 

18. This Tribunal is concerned with the Notifica¬ 
tion No. S*0. 851(E) dated New Delhi, the 26ih 
October, 1989 Ext 1 Decision on Issue No. 1 

19. Sri R. K. Tandon, Dcf^y Secretary to the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs, 
has testified that the aim and object of the unlawuful 
organisations has been and is to secede from the Union 
of India and form an independent Manipur through 
armed revolution and towards that end the aforesaid 
organisations have established contacts with similar 
organisations, like NSCN of Nagal^d and KTA of 
Burma with whose help arms have been procured and 
the cadres of the aforesaid organisatioir have been 
given training in subversive activities. The organisa¬ 
tions have been Indulging in activities like arson, loot¬ 
ing, murder with a view to terrorise the people. They 
arc killing innocent dvilian population and also ^ecuritV 
personnel. Sri Tandon has Further testified that be¬ 
cause of the above aims and object?? and activities of 
the aforesaid organisations, the same had been dec¬ 
lared unlawful under the provl Ions of Section 3(1) 
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ui :hc Act and the notifications so issued when referr¬ 
ed to the Tribunal constituted and were confirmed, the 
Jast so coinirmcd being the one issued on Zbth October, 
19S7. Sri Tandon has furtlier stated that according 
to the information received from the Government of 
Manipur from tunc to time and from other ourccs the 
afuiesaid organisahons have continued their said acti- 
viiics throughout the period after 26th October, 1987 
until the presenl notification Es.. 1 was issued, that 
the Government of Manipur had submitted a report 
about the ac'ivitics of the ^aid organisations and sugges¬ 
ted that the organisations' shouJd be declared unlawful. 
The said report is Fxt. 2, The matter was examined 
in the Minis r} of Home Affairs, Government of India 
and duly considered by the appropriate anthorities, 
whereafter on being satisfied about the need for dec¬ 
laration ol the aforesaid organisations unlawful, the 
notification Fxt. 1 bad been issued. Sri Tandon has 
also ‘.rated that the resume Ext. 3 had been pre¬ 
pared on the basis of the inahrials in the Mhn'ary of 
Home Affairs, Government of India for mak]ng re¬ 
ference to this Tribunal for consideraticuu Sri d andon 
has also stated that Ext. 5 v/as the affidaxii wliich he 
had sworn for the purpose of consideration of tl^ 
notification Ext. 1 by this 'Eribuna] 

20. Sri K. P. Singh, Joint Sccrctar) of ^hc iiome 
Department, Government of Manipur has stated that 
he has been dealing with die l.iw and order matters 
in Manipur and has been aWare oi the extremist acti¬ 
vities in the State of Manipur. He has also stated 
that the aim and <ibjcct of the aforesaid organisation::, 
has been to secede tVom the Union of India through 
armed struggle and revolution to form an iiidepuiulenl 
Manipur ‘KanglcipaU as the organisations call it, and 
with that end m view they have been indulging in 
activities like arson, looting tff individual, bunks, busi¬ 
ness houses and treasury, aruhudi of secuniy forces, 
Ldhng of civilian as well as security personnel io terro¬ 
rise and intiinidaic the people in general. Sri Singh 
also stated that robberies wcie committed and loicible 
collection of taxes by the organisations was made 
and funl 'r thru diey procured arms and ammunitions 
and training in guerilla activities from across llie 
border in \'Ai[^c<. like Burma, Bangladesh and China. 
Sri Singh has further testified that after the issue 
the notification on 26th Octolvcr, 1987. which c>n 
reference to the Tribunal was confirmed, in^pitc of the 
efforE of the Govcrnni'.mt of Manipur and the Govern¬ 
ment of India to control their activities, the organisa¬ 
tions had continued to pursue the unlawful activities 
wph the object of secession from India, and that dur¬ 
ing the period after the i sue of notification on 26th 
October, 1987 the organisations had committed a '•cries 
of unlawful violent acti'^ilics. on Consideration whereof 
the Government of Manipur had come to the conclu¬ 
sion that it was necessary to declare the said organisa¬ 
tion , nnJawfful and for that purpose to request the 
Ciovcrnent of India to issue the requisite notification 
under the Act. Sri Singh has also proved the lePcr 
which was s'ent to the Governent of India from the 
Government of Manipur. The said letter is Exh 2 
and Ext 2(D his rignature. The affidavit which he 
has filed on behalf of the Government of Manipur is 
Fxt. 12 and his signature Ext. 12(1) ^o Ext. 12(12). 

21. Sri M. Mani Singh, at present Additional S. P. 
(R) at Tmphal had joined the Manipur Police on 
13-3-66 ns Sub-Inspector of Pofice, was promoted to 
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ihc rank of Inspector in 1978, to the post of Dy 
S. W in 1981, and to the rank he presently hold^ m 
1986. He has been a.sociated with ‘law and ordci 
and tlic activities ol ihe said unlawful organisations. 
He testified that the aim and objeci of the .^aid orgaiii 
saiioiis, najuely, the People's Liberation Army (PEA), 
People s J<.evc:utionary Party of Kaugleipak 
( PREPAR), Red Aimy, Kunglcipak Communet Pmty 
(KC'Pj and United Na'ional Liberation Front {UNLIT 
is to secede from the Union of India by armed struggle. 
He also testified that the Government of Tndxi from 
time lu time decJaicd the said organisations unlawful- 
He has stated that during the period after 2o-10-87 
th'.re were sixtyJ^ix report- of violent activities of 
arson, robberies, looting, killing, snatching of arms and 
animunitiojw, aS! detailed in the list which has been 
marked Ext. 7. Sri Singh has also produced the FlRs 
of 62 cases which are in the list Ext. 7 and four source 
reports whidi have been collectively marked Ext 8(1) 
to 8(66). He has also proved certain documents 
vvliicli were circulated in Manipur by the aforesaid or- 
gani atioiv during iht period, 9 a pamphlet issued 
by the PEA on 29th March, 1988 at Imphal Ba/ar and 
ll^ English translation Exb 9|1: the letter written by 
the Unit Coniniandcr of PLA to Sri H. Ihobi Small, 
SEff^O, Sugnu d iled I L6-88 Ext. 10 and its [-nglisK 
translation Ext. lOll; another letter writtoi by a mwii- 
ber of PLA on 20-7-88 to Sri M. Babu Singh, MLA 
demanding Rs. .xfbOoO Ext, 11 and its English uansla- 
tion Ext. Iljl: holer Ext. 13 da'ed 22-7-88 which 
was written bv the Secretary General oi 'ho PREPAK 
to Sri Babu Singh, Minirier demandirg Rv tn.OQQ; 
l--xt. 14 a pamphlet which was disturbed in the 
Imphal market by the PLA in the month of May, 1989 
and i(s English translation Ext. 14(1) and Ext. IS a 
pamphlet issued hv PLA and circulated in Imphal 
market in the month of April, 1989 and its English 
translation Ext. 15(1). A photograph Ext. 16 was 
circulated in Tmphal market. It shows an SI of police 
who was forcibly made to surrender and the dead 
body of a constable in an occurrence on 3-7-89, Ext, 
16(1) is the endorsement on the reverse of the photo¬ 
graph in regard to information about it. This unJawEiI 
act was perpetrated by the PLA and the circulation 
of the photograph was obviously v/ith a view to inti¬ 
midate, and terrorise the people and also demoralise 
the security forces. The FIR which lodged in th's 
connection is Ext. 8(55). The PLA unit Eastern Re¬ 
gion had circulated a leaflet in the Imphal nnrkct 
and was found on 4-10-89 which is Ext. 17 and jt^ 
English rendering is Ext. 17(1). Ext. 18 is a letter 
which was intercepted by the SIB Sil- 
char^ in Assam and was handed ove* to Sri 

Mani S'ingh, Additional S.P.(R) on2')-[L89. 
Ext. 19 is a copy of 'Sun' mag;)?mc in 

which there was an article on the subject with phoLo^ 
graphs. The photographs show some vounn ^irls tV'Mn 
Alanipur in uniform with arms and ammunition who 
arc now^ membeis of the PLA. One of the girls had 
earlier done her M.A. in Social Science. This was just 
to 5how how the said organisations have influenced 
the thought and action of the voung people in the 
State of Manipur. 

22. Ext. 8 seric: of documents show that robberies, 
terrorist activities and crimes of different nature have 
been committed riom tirne to time by the members 
of the rforesaid organisations. Innocent persons have 
been killed and security forces attacked, ambushed 
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lid arms snatched, a number of dacoities were coni’ 
iiiUod and property was looted, in pursuit of the aim 
nJ object of the said organisations. 

23. On careful consideration of the documents pro- 
aue',d in particular Ext. 6 series and Ext. 8 scries 
^es des Exts. 9, 10, 11, 13 to 18 and the statements 
)f S‘i Mani Singh, Sri K. P. Singh and Sri R. K. 
Taiidon it is clear that the ai’nrcsaid organisatioiis, 
namely. People’s ! iberation Army Eastern Region 
;PLA), People’s Revolutionary Party of Kaiigleipak 
(PREPAK) and its Red Army and its offshoots the 
Kaiigleipak Coniniunist Party (KCP) with its armed 
wing also known as the 'Red Army’ and the United 
National Liberation Front (UNLF) have continued 
io pursue their aims and objects to secede froni the 
Union of India by unlawful armed activities, such as 
killing innocent people including the security forces, 
committing robberies and dacoities, looting indivi¬ 
duals, Banks, business, houses and Government trea¬ 
suries, forcible collection of funds besides contact witfi 
similar elements in foreign countries, like Bangladesh, 
Burma and China to procure arms and ammunitions 
and training f jr their members. 

24. The Government of Manipur was, therefore, 
constrained to make the request to the Central Gov¬ 
ernment for declaration of the aforesaid organisations 
unlawful under the Act and the Government of India 
on consideration of the relevant information and

organisatiLm.-. iinkAvlul under the Act. T, therefore, 
find that there wa: sunicient justiliablc ground for the 
issue of Notificatkm No. S. O. 85i(E) dated 2()th 
October, 1989 (Ext. 1) under S-'jat'on 3(1) of the Act 
declaring the said Meitei organisations on the grounds 
stated in the notitication as unlawful associations. The 
Issue No. 1 is answered in the affirmative. 

Decision on Issue No. 2 

25. In viev/ of the ilndiiig on Issue No. 1, I lurther 
hold that there was sufficient cause for declaiing the 
Meitei extremist (Tganisations unlawful organisations 
by the notihcatioii No. 5y. O. 851(E) dated New IXdhi, 
the 26th Octobi r, 1989 under Section 3(1) of the Act, 
which requires to be confirmed. 

26. Accordingly, the declaration made by the Gov¬ 
ernment of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs in 
the said notification is hereby confirmed,
